AN OPEN LETTER TO SENATOR MADDEN AND 
REPRESENTATIVES DONAHUE AND TANNER 

We do not often call upon our legislators) 
for aid. We in Wilmington are a self sufficient! 
town. We elect our officials, and we look to 
those officials for responsible government. 

Yet we find today that our town officials 
are powerless in the face of a threat that they 
have forseen, and have attempted to forestall. 
It is no fanlt of theirs that they have not 
succeeded. The fault lies with the Great and 
General Court, and you, as our elected repre- 
sentatives in our legislature are now in a 
position where you can achieve good — or harm. 

Wilmington is faced with a crisis. It is, 
perhaps, the only town in the Commonwealth at 
this moment to have this problem, but the pro- 
blem is one that is spreading and in time to 
come many of our communities will face the same 
thing. 

Let us 
Pledge. 

"I give my pledge, as an American to save 
and faithfully to defend from waste the natural 
resources of my country - it's soil and miner- 
als, its forests, waters and wildlife' 

That is the problem of Wilmington today. Our 
Selectmen, driven to the wall by unserupulous 
gravel merchants, have been fighting a last 
ditch fight to preserve our town. They have, to 
all intents and purposes lost that fight. 

Wilmington has introduced two bills into the 
Legislature which are designed to particularly 
strengthen the desires of responsible officials 
of our toms to preserve their communities from 
the inroads of the gravel merchants. These 
bills are not getting a good response from the 
Legislature, according to the last report. 

The gravel merchants, let us point out, are 
taking advantage of a loophole in the law, the 
"non-conforming use® loophole in zoning. If 
ever a wheelbarrow load of gravel h"s been re- 
moved from a farm, in any time past, the courts 
maintain that the farm has become a "non-con- 
forming gravel pit", and the sharpshooting. 
gravel merchants are now actively depleting our 
one natural resource - not gravel, but land it- 
self. 

We have, in Wilmington, a large gravel pit 
which is now nothing but a series of water 
holes - absolutely valueless to posteri ty. 

We fought that gravel pit operator through 
the courts. We have waited many months for a} 
decision — a decision that will now be value- 
less because the land is valueless. 

In the last week, taking advantage of this, 
loophole, gravel operators have moved to esta— 
blish gravel pits in over 287 acres of land in 
this town. We can cite farms in which there 
have been no operations for twenty years to our 
knowledge, that will just disappear, if these 
people have their way. They will become useless 
territory - a burden to our future generations. 

And what Wilmington is facing today other 
towns will face in the future. 

Yours is the problem. As the elected re- 
presentatives, not only of our townspeople, but 
in a larger sense, of generations unborn in 
this Commonwealth, you must make your fellow 
legislators see and understand this problen. 

You must exercise every bit of knowledge, 
every legal and political strategem at your 
command - to inculcate into the minds of your 
fellow legislators the awful threat that hangs
